COAL  MINI  niSF  EC  TOR'S  REPORT 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1942: 

SB'ERAL  CONDITIONS 

There  is  an  increase  of  approximately  15$  in  the  tonnage  produced  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  is  due  to  the  war-time  requirements  of  the  Pacific  North  "est 
industries  and  the  needs  of  the  armed  forces  in  Alaska, 

The  chief  producers  are  operating  six  days  a  week,  the  agreement  between  the 
mine  operators  and  the  U.  M.  ,7«  of  A.,  the  miner's  organization,  having  been 
modified  for  that  purpose  for  the  duration  of  the  national  emergency.  This  means 
that  an  additional  seven  hours  have  been  added  to  the  miner's  work-week  in  the 
State  of  Montana,  or  an  increase  in  hours  from  thirty-five  to  forty-two.  This  re- 
sulted from  a  request  by  the  mine  operators  and  was  readily  agreed  to  by  the 
miners'  organization.  Both  operators  and  miners  are  of  one  mind  on  the  question 
of  the  necessity  of  full  cooperation  in  order  that  the  industry  may  play  its  full 
part -in  the  national  war  effort. 

Many  of  the  young  men  have  enlisted  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  nation,  and  many 
more  have  been  drafted,  and  a  problem  of  efficient  man-power  exists  for  mine  manage- 
ment. This  problem  may  eventually  become  acute,  as  in  other  industries,  and  make 
it  necessary  for  the  federal  authorities'  to  work  out  a  solution  in  order  that  our 
war  industries  shall  continue  to  produce,on  the  required  scale,  essential  war 
material. 

The  replacement  of  skilled  workers  in  our  mines  by  men  with  less  experience  makes 
it  necessary  that  supervision  of  the  working  forces  be  increased.  This  must  be 
clearly  recognized  by  all  whose  duties  involve  the  safety  of  the  men  employed  in 
our  coal  mines, 

FATAL  ACCIDFJ7TS 

There  were  four  during  the  year.  Three  resulted  from  falls  of  rock  and  the  fourth 
was  caused  by  the  fall  of  a  concrete  wall,  outside  .of  a  mine,  which  had  been  built 
without  a  foundation  for  a  footing,

QUARTZ  LIIT  irSiTCTOR'S  REPORT 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1942: 

Covering  all  the  mining  districts  in  the  territory  assigned  and  inspecting  all  the 
principal  mines  therein  with  respect  to  safety  conditions,  the  report  is  that  the 
mines  are  being  operated  with  full  regard  for  the  employees'  safety. 

The  mines,  mills,  and  smelters  are  confronted  vjith  a  labor  shortage  far  greater 
than  is  commonly  supposed  and  the  output  of  these  strategic  industries  would  be 
much  larger  if  more  man  power  were  available. 

The  chrome  deposits  are  being  opened  and  put  into  increased  production  as  rapidly 
as  possible.  The  properties  at  Nye,  Dean  and'T?ed  Lodge  are  probably  responsible 
for  at  least  90c,£  of  the  United  States  production  of  that  mineral. 

There  has  been  considerable  activity  toward  increasing  the  output  of  manganese  in 
the  Philipsburg  and  V.'ickes  districts.  The  latter  is  an  entirely  new  development  of 
this  year. 

Resumption  of  the  St.  Joseph  Lead  Company  mine  at  Hughe svi lie  and  the  Mt. 
'..'ashington  Line  at  "ickes  by  the  Monongahela  Company  adds  considerably  to  the  zinc 
and  lead  production. 

Several  of  the  gold  quartz  mines  have  suspended  operations  due  to  the  drying  up 
of  the  labor  market  as  well  as  government  priorities  and  nearly  all  of  the  placer 
gold  operations  using  drag  line  equipment,  are  down  for  the  duration,  with  most  of 
the  drag  lines  now  in  use  by  the  United  States  government  on  defense  projects. 

Mention  has  been  made  thrt  the  mines  are  operated  with  regard  to  safety.  This  is 
true,  and  when  consideration  is  taken  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  mine  employees 
of  today  entered  that  work  wholly  inexperienced,  a  higher  accident  rate  might  have 
been  expected. 

Heretofore  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Tines  has  had  time  to  give  first  aid  instruction  to 
classes  in  the  mining  camps  around  the  state.  Unfortunately  they  were  unable  to  do  sc 
this  year  owing  to  press  of  business  along  other  lines.  However,  some  companies  have 
conducted  safety  instruction  classes  and  issued  illustrated  safety  manuals  to  each 
employee.  The  benefits  therefrom  are  marked.  Possibly  two  fatal  accidents  might 
have  been  avoided  if  this  safety  training  had  been  in  vogue  at  all  mines. 

Upon  request,  the  U.  S.  Eureau  of  Lines  took  samples  of  air  at  one  mine  and  made 
analysis  of  same  where  ventilation  presented  a  problem. 

All  complaints  were  promptly  investigated  and  betterments  required  when  found 
necessary.  During  inspections,  orders  and  suggestions  for  better  safety  measures 
included  the  following:  safe  storage  of  powder,  raises  for  ventilation,  providing 
safety  exits,  additional  timbering,  safe  manways,  guarding  power  wires,  guard  rails, 
grizzlies,  signal  devices,  etc. 

Eight  fatal  accidents,  five  underground  and  three  on  the  surface,  occurred  due  to 
following  causes:

QUARTZ  LUBE  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 

I  submit  the  following  safety  report  of  the  metal  mines,  mills  and  smelters 
in  the  district  I  am  assigned  to,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1942: 

I  visited  and  made  an  inspection  of  all  mines  and  mills  in  the  district  and 
while  safety  conditions,  and  safety  first,  from  every  angle, seems  to  be  given 
close  attention  by  eTerybody  concerned,  the  fatal  accident ■ rate  is  higher  than 
in  the  twelve  month  period  preceding.  This  is  regrettable,  and  can  be  remedied 
to  a  large  extent  by  closer  cooperation  between  the  men  and  their  supervisors. 

Many  of  the  small  mines  have  ceased  fperating  during  the  year  due  to  the  fact  that 
mines  producing  strategic  war  metals  are  given  priority. 

Ventilation  and  dust  are,  and  always  will  be  a  problem  in  the  mines,  but  both 
are  being  given  close  attention  in  the  sprinkling  of  working  places  to  eliminate 
dust,  and  the  installation  of  large  cooling  systems  and  distribution  of  better 
air  to  the  working  places  from  them.
